GENERAL GRANT,

Position of General Grant in Relation to Political
Contests—His Opinion of Northern Sympathizers
with the Relels.

The Chicago Republioan, in & letler from sts
reporter travelling with the Presidential party,
makes the following interesting statements in
vonnection with General Grant's refusal to pre-
sent himsell to the soldiers who attempted to
eall him out in advance of the President’s
arrival at Cincinoati:—

been patent to every one during the whole of
this trip, that continued e Torts have been made
to embitter, if possible, his relations with the
President by excliing the jealoany of the latter,
or by making invidious distinctions between
them, sand he is determined that 1o act of his
shall lend any encouragement to any such con-
temptible proceeding on the one hand, or those
that have been made with like perssiency to
wentlty him with the ponhtical views of the
President on the other, (ienéral Graut feels
that, next to the President, hie is the bead of the
army of the United Btates, not the leader of &
political party, He does not consider the army
a place for a “politicisn, and theretore will not
permit himselt to be committed to the snprort
o! @ither of the present political parties, nor thae
the army shall be maae a party machioe,
General Graunt's Indorsement.

1 bave submitted the above to the General,
who entirely approves of what I have written,
and says that it fully and exactly expresses his
views, I will, however, state that as originally
written, {he concluding sentence was in these
words:—"When he becomes s partisan be intends
immediately to resizn his present position,"and to
this the General objected, sgying it might Le taken
to lmply that at some future time he did interd
to become a parlisan, whereas his only intention
in uging those words wns to express, as an ofll-
cer of the army, his disapprobation of any at-
tempt to identify him with any political party
whatever,

The above conversatlon with General Grant
took place in the buggage and refresnment car
attactied to the train, in the presence of Major-
General Rawling, Chief of Btall to General Grant;

THE “CHESAPEAKE" AFFAIR.

—_——

Arrest on a Charge of Murder of the Confederate
Officer who Beized the '‘Chesapeaks.”

On Satorday evening last, Deputy United
States Marsha! Bagley and Officer Cochen ar-
rested John C. Draine, the Contederate naval
Jieutenant who seized the sleamer Chesapeake,
on the 5th of December, 1863, while she was on
hor passage from New York to Portland. Bralne
was arrested at the Wall House, in Fourth street,
Brooklyn, E. D. The warrant on which he was
arrested wns issned by Commissioner Charles
W. Newton.

The complainant is James Johnston, first
engineer ol the Chesapeake at the time of her
seizure, Mr, J ton was wounded during
the capture, and his assistant, Oran Shafer,
was murdered. The prisoner is now at the
Forty-fifth Precinct Statlon Houge, The war-
rant states *“That John C. Erawe did, on or
about the 6th day of December, 1863, pirati-
cally and feloplously arise and captore
aud rob; and ald apd abet In ocapturing and
robbing, the stoamship or vessel Chesa-
peake, and murder one Oran Shafer, & cill-
zen of the United States, by shooting him
to death with a pistol or pistols, and did
assanlt one James Johnston and others by shoot-
ing him with a pistol or pistols, and did feloni-
ourly take possessionof and run away with said
steamship.” From documents found in the
prisoners's porsession, it appears that be joined
an oreanizalion of & secrey character in New
Orleans last month, The organization is called

OBITUARY.
Death of Dr. Angustus A. Gould.

Dr. Avgustus A. Gould, well knownin literary
and geieatitic circles in the United States and
in Emope, died in Boston on Satuiday moroing.
He was born in New lpswich, New Humpshire,
April 28, 18056, and was gradusted at Harvard
Collers in 1825, He pursued the study of med-
cine, and commenced practioe in Boston, where
ue speedily rose to the posithon ol a leading
physician.  In his protession he was widely
eateemed, aod he was still more extensively
known as n €cientific student and writer.

He wss appomted by Congress m 1846 to
classify the shells collectad by the Wilkes
Exploring Expedition, and coptributed a quarto
volume to the history of that nationul enter-
yprise. He was assoclated with Professor Agas-
#1z in the preparation and publication of his ear-
her works, and was lnrgely mstruomental in in-
ducing thar distinguished profesgor to muke his
home in the United States, His scientific works
gre “Lamarck’ Genera of 8hells, with a List of
Species, translated from  the  French,”
published in 1883: *“A Systemn of Nato-
rul History,” in the same year; ‘‘Report
on the Invertebrata of Massachusetts,”
in 1841; “*Principles of Zoology,” In connec-
tion with Agassiz, in 1848; “The Terrestrial
Air-Breathing Mollugks of the United States,” i
1531-66: and *- Mollugsen and Bhells,” being
Volome 12 of the Unmited States Exolorine Exve-
dition, in 1852, In 1862 he published hi= *'Oren
Conchologica: Descriptions of Shells and Mo
Iusks, from 1539 to 18627 Dr. Gould wis one
ol the lesding members of the Boston Soclety
ot Nawural History; he wns a Fellow of the
Amerjean Academy of Arts and Sclences: of the
Amerienn Philosophical Society; ot the Ameri-
can Natwonal Society of Science; and two years
ugo wag unanimounsly elected Presldent ot tne
Massachucetts Medicsl Socioty.

He pontithuted volumiuously to the pubtished
trungactions of these distingulshed bodies, At
ths time ot his death he was engaeed in pro-
purme a report on the isects of Massachnusetts,
wl the request of the State Lecislatore, His
coutributions to selentific nnd wedical journals,
at boma and abroad, were numerous and valoa-

COLLISION BETWEEN STEAMBOATS.

A Ferry-Boat Run Into by an Excursion Boat—
feveral Persons Injured—Probably Fatal Re-
sults, Ete.

At 10480 o’clock yesterday morning a colhsion
ocourred at the toot of Désbirosses street, North
i er, between the ferry-boat D, 8, Gregory, ply-
ing between [hls city and Jersey Olty, and the
eorge Washinglom, an excarsion bout, From
the statement made to our reporter by Captain
M. Sherman, ot the George Washington, iy ap-
ponrs that the Iatter hont left the foot of Thirty-
foarth street yesterday morning, bound for
Keyport, with & Inarge number of passengers,

She svopped at Christopher street lor more
passengers, and then started for the oot of Uort-
Jandt street, where she was to make anocther
landing. As she was nearing the foot of Des
brosees street Captain Bherman observed the
ferry-boal Gregory making for the slip at the
foot of that street. Both boats were muking
Pretty good headway, mad Captain Sherman,
asringja collision, blew his steam-whistle onoce,
an indieadon that he was going to the lefi;
and as bonts coming Jdown the iiver have the
“1!" of way, he continaed his coursde,

inding that the pilot of the ferry-boat
aid no attention to the warning bul kept on
is course, Cuptain Sherman, tinding a collision
inevitnble, reversed the engines, but it was too
late, Scarcely had the wheels made more than
two turns alter he engines had been reverzed
when the boats collided, the excursion striking
the ferry-boat bows on about fAfteen feet tor-
ward of the wheel, and staving in the ladies
cabin completely. Fortunately there being very
few passengers on board the ferry-boatl, no one
was injured. The bow of the George Washing-
fon was stove io, and some (fteen feol of the
bulwarks carried awn.g.

The bont war crowded with passengers, and
three of them were sériously Injured. They ure
Mre, Philapena Haus, a German woman, aged
32, and residing al No. T2 Hud®on street, Jersey
city, and both her legs badly tractured, Leaa,
her danghter, nged lour vyears, suslnined a
seVOeTe r:mul-minh of the thigh, and wae badly
cut about the arms and face, A Mrs. Downey,
residing in Bereen, N, J,, had one of her legs
dungerously fractured.

Besides those named, sevetal of the passengers
were slightly injured. A boy, whosge nnme was
not ascertained, had one of his arms badly
erushed, A lerrful state of oxecltement, almost
amounting to & panie, ensued among the pas-
sengers on both boats, which was not quietad
until ;Iu- damuge to the boats could be ascer-
toined.

The passengers from the ferry-boat were
lauded at the oot of Desbrosses strect, while
the George Washington kept on down to Cort-
landt sireet, where her passengers disembarked.
Mrs. Haus and her daughter were at once con-
veyed to the New York Hospital, and received
surzical attendance, It was found that one of
Mre, Haus' legs was so padly erushed that the
surgeons were compelled to resort to amputa-
tion, and the limb was taken off,

The patient is in a very entical condition, and
it ia feared that she cannot survive her injuries,
Iler daughter is doing well, and is not consi-
dored 1o be dangerouely injored. Mrs, Dawson,
the other woman who was injured, was taken
to ber home by her friends.
